.eleftion, As alſo a Dialogue concerning | 
Witches and Witch-cratt, compoſed by | 
George Gifford, Miniſter of Gods Word in 

Maldon, 1603 : Wherein the cunning of 

the Diuell is dilcouered, both concerning | 
the deceiuing of Witches, and {educing of | 
others into manygreaterrors: As alſoanan- 
cient Diſcourſe of the fearetull praiſes of 

foure notorious French Witches , with the | 
manner of their jtrange.cxecution. As alſo 
the ſeuerall and damnable prion of Mo-

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who wereatraigned,condemned andexecu- 
ted forthelſame: Asalſo, 1612. thewonder= 
tull dilcoucry of Witches in Lancaſhire, be« 
ing 19.10 number,notorious for many infa-" 
med a&tions, and conuifted before Sir Tames 
Altham, and Sir Edward Bromley, Barons of 
the Exchequer, together with the Arraign- 
ment and tryall of Jenner Preſton at Yorke, 
with her fearctull execution for the murthe« 
ring of M*, Liſter by Witch-craft, with inft-: 
nite other relations concerning the generall. 
conuiQtion of Witches, and their praQtiſes,: 
and condemnation of the particular opinion 
of ſome men, who ſuppole there be none at! 
all, or atleaſt,tharthey doe notperſonallyor: 
truely effeft ſuch hom asareimputed: vnte 
them, and which outof ſome dangerous ims 
pretlion of Melancholy, Vaine-glory , oft 
ſome other diſeaſed operation, they atlume; 
to themſelu-s by reaſon of a former contra& 
with the Diuel. And ſo much forthe certains 
tieof Story,and feartulnefle of the truth cons 
cerning the damnable praftiſes of Witchej 
and cunning of the Divellto deceiuerhem.y 
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But yet becauſe the mind of man may bee 
carried away with many idle conieQures, et- 
ther that women contelled theſe things by 
| extremity of torture, or thar ancient exam- 
| ples are bythistimeforgorren (although the 
particulars areyponrecord,tor the benefit of 
all poſterity ;) Or that they were beſides 
 themſelues, orſubic&to ſome weakedeuile 
or other, rather to bring in queſtion the in- 
tEgrity of Juſtice ; then ro make odious the 
F !

| | ſumed to preſent on theStageof verity for 
'thegood of my Country & theloue of truth, 
f' chelate wofull Tragedy of the deſtru&ion of 
| |the Right Honourable the Earle of Rutlands 
| | Children, whoto his cternall prayſe procee- 
[ded yet both religivuſly and charitably a- 
gainft the offenders, leauing their proſecuti- 
ontothe Law, and ſubmitting kamſelte and 
deplorable caſe to the prou'denee of God, 
ho afflifteth-his beſt ſeruants with puniſh- 
ents, and many times, ſendeth extraordi- 
ry vengeance as well on the innocent, 
a51he bad deleruer, to maniteſt bis glory :

Andal- 
ſthough ſuch Honourable Perſons thall nor 
[avantofallforrs of people, either to bringthe 
[newes, tales, reports, or'toferue their-turne 
ir IL GRces Whardornte; ſo thatitmay well 
be 


quickly entertained as Chair-women , and

bee faid of them, as itis of great Kings and - 
Princes, that they haue large hands, wide 
cares, and piercing {tghts to diſconerthe vn- 
{wept corners of rheir remoteſt confines, to 
reach even to their fartheſt borders, and'to. 


| vnderſtandtheſecretsof their meaneſt Sub- 


ies; 'yerin this matter, neither were they 
bulic-bodyes , Rerary: tnaltciouns. Polict- 
ans, vndermmers, nor {upplanters one of 
anothers good: ſorrows: but went {imply ro 
worke, as regarding the honor of the Earle 
and his Lady,and ſo by degtees gauelightro 
their vnderſtanding to apprehend their ooh... 
plairits. Firſt ; that TJoane Flower the Mother! 
was 2 monſtrous malicious woman, fall all-of © 
oathes, curſes, and fryprecations irreligious, _ 
and for any thing they ſaw by her, apl plaine _ 
Atheiſt ; beſides,of fate dayes her verycoun- 
renance was eſtranged , her eyes were fiery 
and holow, her ſpeech fell andenuions , her 
demeaniour ſtrange and'exoticke, and her 
conuerfation fequeftred; fo'that thewhole 
courſe of her life gaue greatfafpitionthatſhe 
wasa notorions Witch-: yea, ſome'of her 
C 3 neigh= 
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neighbours dared to affirme that ſhee dealt 
with familiar ſpirits, and terrified them all 
with curſes and threatning of reuenge , if 
there were neuer {o little cauſe of diſpleaſure 
and vokindneile. Concerning Margarer,that 
ſhee often reſorted from the Caſtle to her 
Mother , bringing {uch prouifion as they 
thought was vnbcfitting for a ſeruant topur- 


loyne, and comming at ſuch vnſeaſonable] 


houres, that they could not but coniefture 
ſome miſchiefe between them, and that thejr

man in obferuation towards then ; ſuch 
was the ſubtilcy 'of the Diuell to bring; his.

God to make tryall of his ſeruants; | and 
ſuch was theeffe& of a damnable womans 
witand maliciousenuy, that all things were

wooll : commanding keg rogoce home, vntill| 
theſlacknes of her repairing to the Caſtile, as} 
ſhe was wont, did turne her loue and liking 
taward this Honorable Earle and his Family 
into hateand rancor : wherypon deſpighted 
to bee ſo negle&ed, and exprobrated by her | 
neighbours for her Daughters caſting out of | 
dores, andother conceiued dif pleaſures,ſhee | 
grew paſt all ſhame and womanhood , and } 
many times curſed them all that were the} 
cauſeof this diſcontentment, and made her 
fo loathſome to her former familiar friends |
